MORE MORAL GUARDIANSHIP. 


(Richmond Times-Dispatch.) 


The strange theory that the millen- 


nium is to be brought to pass through 
the agency of governmental virtue 
commissions again finds expression in 
an effort to inflict State censorship of 
motion pictures upon Virginia. 
De- 


spite two defeats, exponents of this 
theory cling- to the belief that the 
State's lawmaking body can be laid 
under the conviction of their unsound 
and unavailing doctrine. 
A censor- 


ship bill has been introduced, and now 
rests with a Senate committee. Public 
hearings will be held at a time to be 
designated. 
. 
The history of such boards as tms 
measure would create for Virginia has 
been marked chiefly by absurdities. 
This experience necessarily will be 
repeated wherever 
the 
venture is 


made 
Neither the public nor the 


motion picture industry should be sub- 
jected to the inevitably narrow regu- 
latory 
treatment of an amusement 
that'has become the most popular 
of all. 
Advocates of a State censorship 


seem to forget that every community 
alreadv possesses in its police depart- 
ment an agency with full authority 
to suppress whatever is inimical to 
public morals. To charge any small 
group of persons with the sole and 
special duty of making motion pic- 
tures conform to necessarily 
vague 


standards of purity is simply to in- 
v'te fantastic and destructive regula- 
tion 
Manifestly, there can be no 
fixed border-line between the cltan 
and the unclean. 
Pictures will be 


approved or rejected, according to 
the individual conceptions—or whims 
of three censors, three custodians 


of public morals who may or may not 
care for motion pictures of any sort, 
who may or may not be capable of 
distinguishing between decency and 
dullness w ho may know something 
or nothing about the moving-picture 
taste of clean-minded 
men. women 
and children—little or nothing about 
the influence upon man, woman or 
child of any style of screen drama. 
In other words, three censors. Prob; 
ably not of transcendent wisdom, will 
determine for the rest of us what is 
"nice" for ua to see. 
Nothing is more remote from the 


purpose here in mind than to defend 
the salacious film. As a matter of 
fact that sort ot film has virtually no 
defenders. 
Producers and exhibitors 


of motion pictures, however loosely- 
some of them may have played in 
the past, are under the restraining 
and correcting influence of a sane 
public opinion. T^.at influence is all- 
powerful where the motion picture in- 
dustry is 'concerned, and when that 
influence becomes unwholesome, when 
it is found on the side of the immoral 
and suggestive film, we may be sure 
that no State commission on the pres-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Ways ail 1 


means of financing the soldiers' bo-u.s 
will be discussed at a conference be- 
tween President Harding and Repub- 
lican leaders ot tho Houao and Sen- 
ate early next week, it was stated to- 
day at the White Houpe.

derstood that the various suggestions 
advanced will be canvassed with a 
view to determining' upon a definite- 
program. 


A decision as to methods of rais- 


ing the necessary revenue, reached 
in agreement between the adminis- 
tration and 
congressional 
leaders, 


would solve the most difficult prob-

charged with drafting the adjusted 
compensation legislation and would 
he expected to speed up final enact- 
ment of the measure by removing 
what otherwise might prove subi>ecCf> 
of serious disagreement between tho 
House and Senate. 


Membera of the ways and means 
committee said today that the bill to 
be reported to the House, probably 
within two weks, would provide for 
beginning the cash payments to the 
former service men on January 1. 
1023. They said this would gi\e time 
in which to raise the revenue and to 
pass upon the applications for the 
cash bonus.

Re-enactment of the excess profits 
tax as a method of 
financing 
the 


bonus was urged before the wajs and 
means committee today by Represen- 
tatives Woodruff, of Michigan, and 
Brown, of Wisconsin, both Republi- 
cans. They said this was a just tai 
which would be more popular than 
Borne others.

Republican members of the commit- 
tee and in tne colloquy that follow- 
ed Mr. Woodruff declared that the re-

Both Mr. Woodruff and Mr. Brown 


opposed any form of sal*s tax, as d>a 
previous witnesses, ir.eluding H. C.

ury might be able to obtain consid-
